Eastern Europe, instead of from tho sturdier races of the 
north and west. 
The latter are still coming, but their 


number Is dwarfed by an avalanche of loss desirable immi- 
grants, with almost startling averages of Illiteracy and 
poverty. 
The present volume of immigration la equal In 


ono year to the total population of a good many preten- 
tious Stales of the American Union. The steerage output, 
In a single year, Is greater than the population of any 
American city except New York, Chicago and Philadelphia.

Steamship companies that force Immigration ab- 


normally, for tho sake of gain In trail!c, arc probably court- 
ing severe reprisals at tills government's hands.—Kansas 
City World. 


Waste and Graft in Life Insurance. 


1FK Insurance companies, whc^.^r managed by 
stock companies or not, are essentially mutual 
••nterprlses. The policy-holders pay in all the 
money, and (hoy should take It all out again, 
plus interest and less the legitimate expenses 
af management:. In no other sense should there 
be either profit or loss in the business. 


Any tiling that does not make for the benefit of the 


policy-holder Is by that very fact condemned. It Is essen- 
tially wasteful. 
Mere bigness is of no advantage to the 


policy-holders, beyond the point necessary to protect the 
company against abnormal variations from the overage 
death rate. 
Heavy expenditures merely for the sake of 


Increasing business are, therefore, wasteful. Wo read of 
the extravagant commissions to hustling agents, of the 
scandalous and Illegal "rebate" system, of the rage for de- 
ferred dividend policies nt high premiums, whereby a big 
surplus can be accumulated. All wasteful. The atmos- 
phere of bigness encourages a disproportionately largo 
number of very big salaries and breeds temptations to the 
grafting official and director. It Is, of course, not the big- 
ness Itself that is wasteful, but the rage to get big at 
whatever cost. 


Policy-holders' Investigations, if thorough, may drive 


out grafters, but they will not be nearly so effective against 
wasteful systems of managing tho business. 
For both pur- 


hoses regulation and inspection by the Federal Government 
l.-t highly Important. Tho possible dlfllcultles In the way 
should not deter Congress from a serious effort to bring 
tibout radical changes In present conditions.—Chicago Rec- 
ord-Herald.

The Russian bureaucracy believes 


i the czar's dominions to be dying of 
thirst for warm water, and the bur- 
eaucracy is consequently In aearch 
for an ice-free seaport. 
If Russia can 


get Persia, she will secure ports on 
the Persian 
gulf, entering into thn 


Indian ocean, that are 
never closed 


by ice. 


Russia would have things her own 


way but for the fact that India Is 
separated from Persia only by the 
two butter states of Afghanistan and 
Beluchlstan. 
Great Britain is afraid 


that if Russia obtains a Persian port 
Russia will bo in a position seriously 
to threaten the British occupancy of 
India. So the statesmen in London 
have served notice that if Russia 
wants Persia, she will have to tight 
for It. 


Russia has already become the pre- 


dominant power in Persia, in 
the 


opinion of the shah. 
Uls majesty has 


just been in St. Petersburg, where he 
has been feted and made to feel that 
he is the only person in the world 
the czar loves. 


Muzaft'er-ed-din likes this, not only 


because it is flattering to bis prido, 
but because Russia, in carrying out 
the role of his intimate friend, is 
ready to lend him money, something 
no other country is ready to do. 


The shah is already heavily in debt 


to Russia, to the extent of over $15,- 
000,000.

Service of the Czar. 


St. Petersburg.—The 
official Mes- 


senger publisher! an imperial 
ukose 


dated Oct 15 dismissing Grand Duke 
Cyril from tho service because of his 
recent marriage to the Princess Vic- 
toria, tho divorced wife of the Grand 
Dukft of Hesse.

tions aud other honors.
